They have no right to ex act fir- t-class fare from a 
colored man mid then give him fourth-class ac­ 
commodations, The result of my order was that 
the railroads hud to furnish separate first-class 
cars for first-class colored passengers. 
Why , the 
representatives of these very railroads came up 
here and endeavored to persuade the president 
not to appoint me upon the commission because I 
had taken the stand in favor of what I regarded as 
justice to the colored people. That was the only 
point they made against me, but the president did 
not seem to sympathize with them in their opposi­ 
tion to me. This complaint is not against any 
Alabama road. It is made against the Georgia 
Central. 
As a b urlesque on Council’s complaint, there 
is another coming from a white citizen of 
Georgia, alleging that the Georgia Central 
refused to permit him to ride in the “Jim 
Crow” car—as the car set apart for colored 
persons is called 
The complaint has not y et 
b een received, b ut the commissioners have 
b een advised that it is coming. In terms it 
follows the complaint of Council, alleging 
that the complainant paid first-class fare and, 
and therefore had a right to ride in any car, 
b ut when he sought to enter the colored car 
he was prevented b y the railroad employ es. 
The white citizen complains that he was dis­ 
criminated against b ecause of his color; that 
had he b een a negro he could have traveled 
in the “Jim Crow” car. 
T. H. Barrett, president of the State Farm­ 
ers’ alliance of Minnesota, transmits a long 
list of requests looking to a vigorous enforce­ 
ment of the law. The alliance takes the 
ground “that such b usiness interests as can b e 
sustained only b y reason of the suspension of 
the fourth section ought not to b e sustained 
at all.”

He detailed 
the negotiations b y which Mr. Gould secured 
the consolidation. 
He intimated that though

together in the matter, Gould really got con­ 
trol himself and immediately after the trans­ 
action was consummated witness noticed that 
Mr. Gould appeared very happy , while he 
never saw a more gloomy set of men than the 
Union Pacific directors—they felt that Mr. 
Gould had them in his power. Witness no­ 
ticed the other day that Mr. Gould had said 
he was fooled in regard to the trains on the 
road. Witness declared, however, that Mr. 
Gould never rode over the road until after 
the transaction, so witness could not have 
fooled him in that respect. 


The Best One of Its Kind. 
London , June 1.—The Times, in an article 
on the cause contrib uting to the present de­ 
pression of trade and especially the recent 
falling off of foreign commerce, attrib utes 
the situation to the American inter-state com­ 
merce law, particularly the iong-and-short- 
haul clause, and the increase b y Russia and 
Canada of import duties on iron.

Is Leo really a reincarnation of the ancient 
Kallikrates of whom the writer speaks* Or was 
Ayesha deceived by aomeex traordinary racial re­ 
semblance f The reader must form bis own opin­ 
ion on this as on many other matter*. I have mine, 
which i* that She made uoatich mistake. 
And that is the end of this histotw *0 far a* It 
concern* science and the outside world. What its 
end will be as regards Leo and m yself in more 
than I can gttes* at. 
But we feel that it i* not 
reached yet. A story that In gan 2,000 year* ago 
may stretch a long way into the dim and distant 
future. 
Often 1 sit alone at night, » taring with the eyes 
of the mind into the blackness of unix im time, 
and w ondering In what shape and form t he drama 
will be finally developed, and where the scene of 
its last act will be laid. 
And when that final de­ 
velopment ultimately occurs, a* 1 have no doubt 
it must and will occur, in obedience to a fate that 
never swerves and a purpose that cannot be al­ 
tered, what will be the part played therein by 
that Egyptian A men art a*, the princes* of the 
race of the Pharaoh Hakor, for the love of whom 
the ancient Kallikrates broke his vow* to Isis, 
and. pursued by the inex orable vengeance of the 
outraged goddess, fled down the coast of Libya to 
meet his doom at Kor. 
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reseue me when those cogs stood by to see me 
drown. Measure for measure will I give tbee, 
mid if thou canst be saved, surely I will save 
thee. 
Listen: by dawn to-morrow be pre­ 
pared, for litters shell be here to bear ye 
away across the mountains, and through the 
marshes beyond. This will I do, saying that 
it is the word of Bhe that it be done, and he 
who obeyeth not the word of She food is he 
for the hyenas. Then when ye have crossed 
the marshes, ye must strike with your own 
hand, so that perchance, if good fortune go 
with ye, ye may live to come to that black 
water whereof ye told me. And now, *ee, the 
Lion wakes, ana ye must eat the food I have 
made ready for ye.” 
Leo’s condition when once be was fairly 
aroused proved not to be so bad 
a s might have 
been ex pected from his appearance, and we 
both of us managed to eat a hearty meal, 
which indeed we needed sadly enough. After 
this we limped down to the soring and 
bathed, and then came back and slept again 
till evening, when we once more ate enough 
for five.

» Sometimes the ascent was natural, more 
often 
it was a zigzag roadway cut. no

The 
A m ahagger say they drive their spar« * cu ttle over 
it once a year to pastu re ou tside; all I know is 
th at those cattle m u st be u ncom m only active on 
their feet. Of cou rse the litters were u seless here, 
so we had to walk. 
For three whole days, throu gh stench au d mire, 
and the all prevailing flavor of fever, did ou r 
bearers straggle along, till a t length we cam« 1 to 
open, rolling grou nd, q u ite u ncu ltivated, and 
m ostly treeless, bu t covered w ith gam e of all 
sorts, which lies beyond th at alm ost desolate, and 
w ithou t gu ides u tterly im practicable, district. 
And here on the following rnoru iu g we bad« * fare­ 
well, not w ithou t some regret, to old Billali, who 
stroked his white beard, and solemnly blessed u s. 
“ Farewell, my son the Baboon,“ he said, “and 
farewell to thee, O Lion. 
I can do no more to 
help ye. 
Bu t if ever ye come to you r 
cou n­ 
try, 1>e advised, au d ventu re no m ore into lands 
th a t ye know not, lest ye come bock no more, bu t 
leave you r white bones to m ark the limit of you r 
jou rneyings. 
Farewell once m ore: often shall I 
think of ye, nor wilt thou forget me, my Baboon, 
for thou gh thy face is u gly thy heart is tru e." 
And then he tu rned and went, and with him went 
the tail and su llen looking bearers, and th a t was 
the last that we r^w or the Amahagger. 
We 
w atched them winding away with the em pty lit­ 
ters like a procession bearing dead men from a 
battle, till the m ists from the m arsh gathered 
rou nd them and hid them , and then, left u tterly 
desolate in the vast wilderness, we tu rned anil 
gazed arou nd u s and at each other 
Three w eeks or so before, fou r men had entorc<l 
the m arshes of Kor, and now tw o of u s wet «* 
dead, au d the other two had gone throu gh adven­ 
tu res and experiences so strange au d terrible 
th at death himself hath not a m ore fearfu l cou n­ 
tenance. Three weeks—and only three weeks! 
Tru ly tim e shou ld be m easu red by events and not 
by the lapse of hou rs. 
It seemed like thirty 
years siu ce we saw the last of ou r whaleboat. 
t } \e m u st strike ou t for the Zambesi. Leo.“ I 
said, bu t God knows if we shall ever get there.“ 
Leo noc.ded. He had become very silent «>f 
late, anti we started with nothing bu t the clothes 
we stood in, a compass, ou r revolvers and express 
rifies, and abou t 
rou nds of am m u nition: and 
so ended the history of ou r visit to the ru ins of 
m ighty Kor. 
As for the adventu res th a t su bseq u ently befell 
u s, strange and varied as thev were. I have, after 
deliberation, determ ined not to record them here. 
Iu these pages I have only tried to give a short 
and clear aceou nt of an occu rrence which 1 in ­ 
h ere to t>e u niq u e, and this I have done, not with 
a view to im m ediate pu blication, bu t merely to 
pu t on paper while they are yet fresh in ‘ou r 
m em ories the details of ou r jou rney and its re­ 
su lt, which » 'ill. I believe, prove interesting to 
the world if ever we determ ine to make them 
pu blic. 
Tlii» , as at present advised, we do not 
intend shou ld be done du ring ou r joint lives. 
F or the rest, it is of no pu blic interest, re tI 


T h ey A re A b ou t HI* Ite in ar k sh ls Riteceat 
In S h ootin g T igers. 
Standing in the court at the 1'alace 
hotel, and listening to the music of the 
band, the celebrated Austrian prince, 
Louis Ester hazy, as he smoked his cigar 
told a reporter of some remarkable per­ 
sonal adventures in tiger bunting in the 
jungles of India. 
“ It was in ’86,M said the royal Hun­ 
garian, “ that I set off entirely Alone to 
enjoy this « jiort. 
By flaying alone 1 do 
not mean that, but I had with me no 
Eurofieans, nulx x ly but native Indian 
hunters, who are there calletl shikaroes. 
They are very skilful tiger hunters, and 
know where they may soonest lie found. 
I went far into the interior of central 
India, away from even the remotest out­ 
lasts of civilization, and right into the 
iungl<3s where the fiercest of them were. 
I was connected in an iiii|x >rtunt way 
with the Austrian government, but on 
account of the fascination of the sport, 
fraught as it was with unusual danger. I 
chose to go entirely unattended by any 
hut the shikarnes. 
•‘Tiger hunting in India is best carrier 
on by baiting with cattle, so I took 
drove of forty head with me. 
A hand of 
some thirty of the natives were start« < 
three weeks in advance to seek out the 
liest hunting grounds, and wherever 
good 8|>ot was found one of the shikarees 
dropped out with a certain number 
the cattle to await my coming. 
In this 
way I was enabled to hunt in the wildest 
sections, 
The cattle were tied one by on« 
to trees in the jungle of the margin of a 
circle sometimes as much as five mil« *s 
across. 
They were placed there at night. 
The tigers came forth at night to seek 
their prey, and, finding thu cattle, leajied 
upon, killed and devoured as much as 
they cared to, and went 
their way 
Much of this country is low and wet awi 
the tigers could easily be tracked in the 
soft soil by the ex pert native Indians. 
Following the tracks each successive 
morning after halting we would come 
upon and shoot them. 
“ In this way, in eleven months, witl 
but a single gun, I myself killed nineteen 
tigers. 
This is the beet record made in 
India in eighteen years. 
I had a very 
big rifle, what is known as an eight bail 
gun, carrying twelve drachms of powder. 
With this an ex pert is able to bring down 
even the largest tiger easily, and some 
times by a singe shot. 
But the sports­ 
man must be as quick as lightning, for no 
sooner does one of these wild animals see 
you, even though he may be surfeited 
with food, than he will leap for you with 
all the quickness imaginable, and if you 
do not make sure work of it you are 
gone. 
The first two or three times, when 
undergoing these ex periences, it made me 
somewhat nervous for fear I would not 
make a center shot, but in time I got 
more confidence. 
I speak now of hunt 
ing tigers on foot, as I was doing. 
This 
is the most dangerous way, but it is most 
fascinating. 
I several times went oil into 
the jungle entirely alone, and hunting in 
this way I had a number of narrow 
eseajiea. 
On one occasion I was tracking * 
tiger, and was raising my gun to shoot, 
having come upon it suddenly, when 1 
was startled by the deep growl and rapid 
tread of another coming upon me. I was 
so hard pressed that, after shooting one. I 
had to flee for my life, and only just 
escaped by climbing a tree. In the eleven 
months I many times slept out alone in a 
distant jungle, with only my blanket to 
keep oil the rain. 
I suppose I underwent 
many such an ex perience, so far as ex ­ 
posure is concerned, as your American 
trapper and miner did in earlier and more 
dangerous days. 
“ Another way to hunt tigers is to do so 
shooting from elephants or camels. When 
this is done, a small rifle is generally used. 
I hunted principally as much as 200 or 
BOO miles away from the furthest outfiost. 
I hail a regular caravan of elephants, 
shikaraes, tents, and various equipage, 
but, wandering away by myself, I was 
forced to rough it and endure hardships 
which I hardly anticipated, 
tikis was 
the case when, for quite a long period, all 
my servants got sick with fever. 
I shot

hut does not have the long, thick, flaring 
mane. 
His feet « re white as high up n * 
the knee and shank. 
You wound one of 
these buffaloes and as soon as he sees 
you . 
no matter how had he is hurt, he will 
make for you. 
He* conies with lieuo 
down to gore you, and he means to 
kill 
you. 
There is no other animal with more 
ferocity or that means more danger n* 
the hunter. 
Their In » ms are something 
stu|*» n« lous. 
I hunted buffalo at Assam, 
on the Brahmapootra river, between Bur 
mah and Thiliet. 
I killed a ferocious 
cow 
there that I had first wounded, and which, 
in consequence came very near killing 
me. whose horns weie of the enormous 
length of six feet.

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Death of Sir J ohn Moore. 
In 1740, al.d again in 1805, the bay 
was the scene of a naval victory of tlu 
English over the French.

Corunna marks an engagement—one of 
the most celebrated in British military 
ancalr*—in which one fell whose name 
suggests the ideal soldier. 
There on that 
ow, gray line, which marks the water 
jatteries, not more than gun shot dis 
tant, the brave 8ir J ohn Moore met his 
death. 
The action 
in 
wliich Moore 
fell was the final one in f at disadrt u? 
» eninsula campaign. 
Retreating towai 
;he sea, lie had been hotly pursued by 
8oult, but by superhuman efforts he he.' 
» reserved the remnant of his army. 
At 
tempting to emlwirk at Corunna, Moon 
was attacked with great force by the van 
of Soult’s column, which had rapidly 
closed on him. 
But against British steel 
n the hands of men rendered desperate 
>y their position it was impossible for 
the ex hausted pursuers to make any 
leadway, much less drive Moore into the 
sea. 
French voltigeurs and light in­ 
fantry were hurled back over those 
hills, 
and the sturdy Soult could but content 
limself by bringing his artillery into r.c- 
tion, and from this tire the city was 
well 
nigh destroyed. 
In one of the last movements of the 
embarkation, when the success of the op­ 
eration was evident, Moore was struck 
by the fragment of a shell while standing 
near the water edge, and ex pired almost 
immediately. 
His death to every soldier 
cannot but be an enviable one. His body 
was hastily interred on the ramparts; but 
on the capture of the c 1/ three days later 
Soult had the remains interred in the 
citadel, with honors of war. 
A monu­ 
ment, erected in the J ardin de » San Carlos 
by the British government, commemo­ 
rates his bravery and intrepidity. 
The 
Spaniards reverence the name as if it 
were one of their own generals, and keep 
the walks and shrubbery in ex cellent con­ 
dition. 
The scenery from the J ardin, 
looking up the bay, has a peculiar rugged­ 
ness, which reminds one of spots in our 
own » Sierras in California.—Corunna Cor.

A FUNERAL IN EGYPT. 


The Novel Proce» ston and the Shrill 
Voiced W eepers—-The Interm ent. 
A fu neral in Egypt is, indeed, a strange 
sight, and the first one the visitor sees as­ 
tonishes very mu ch. 
At the head of the 
procession march a corporate laxly of the 
blind and a certain nu mber of men, who 
proceed at a q u ick step, singing a most 
ju bilant air, while swinging themselves 
from right to left. 
Behind them comes 
the fu neral car, or rather a sort of bier, | 
bearing a great red shawl, in which the 
body is deposited. 
At the extremity of 
the bier, on a perch, is placed the tu rban 
or the tarbou che of the defu nct. 
Two 
men carry this bier. 
They follow with 
su ch high spirits the movements of the 
head of the cortege that the corpse, 
rocked in every direction, seems to ju mp 
u nder the shawl that shrou ds it. 
The 
women bring u p the rear, some on asses, 
some on foot. 
The first row is formed of weepers or 
rather screamers, who send forth toward 
heaven at each step the shrillest notes. 
The weepers hold in their hand a hand­ 
kerchief. with which they are not solicit­ 
ou s of wiping their eyes perfectly dry, 
hu t which they pu ll by the two ends be- 
hind their head with a gestu re that wou ld 
be desperate if it were not droll. 
On ar­ 
rival at the cemetery they take the corpse 
from the Dior, to cast it, su ch as it is. into 
the grave. The grand fu nerals, however, 
take place with mu ch more solemnity. 
An important personage is hardly dead in 
Egypt before his friends and acq u aintances 
hu rry to the hou se; du ring one or two 
days they eat and drink at the expense of 
the dead, or rather his heirs, indu lging in 
the noisiest demonstrations. 
When the hou r of the interment ar­ 
rives a scene of the wildest character is 
produ ced. 
The slaves and women of 
the hou se throw themselves on the corpse 
and feign a determination to hinder it 
from passing the threshold. 
This lu gu ­ 
briou s tragedy is played conscientioifiy; 
they snatch away the coffin; they belay 
each other with blows, and the most vio­ 
lent and frightfu l clamor is heard. 
At 
last the procession leaves the hou se and 
retires to the cemetery, preceded by cam­ 
els loaded with victu als, which are dis­ 
tribu ted to the poor hu rrying in crowds 
along the road.
